"You go with me," said the farmer again 


pointing the revolver at the boy. 


The lad, however, coolly got np on his 


wagon, and started off, telling the fellow 
he could get up and go along If he wanted 
to. The farmer saw tho name, Hanks & 
Patterson, on the wagon then, and said he 
would get the trespasser when he came to 
town. 


Yesterday T. T. Van Allen, who was the

Aspbart pavement seems to be growing

Clair street; Ohio street, from North Clark 
street to St. Clair street; Kobey street, 
from West Twelfth street to Douglas Park 
boulevard; West Congress street, from 
Ashland avenue to Ogden avenue; Warren 
avenue, from Leavitt street to Oakley ave- 
nue ; West Jackson street, from Halsted

Two EQfflnes .Demoliched and a &ot of 


Can-Derailed. 


Illinois Central train No. 10 and P., D. 


& E. train No. 37, both freights, came to- 
getherabout 10 car lengths south of toe 
river 
at 1:10 . this 
morning. 
They 


were

miles 
an 
hoar 


when they struck, 
and the 
wreck 


was a most expensive one. 


The Central train was north bound and 


had the right of track, with orders to come 
to Decatur. The P. 1>. & E. trainmen 
were instructed to lonk ont for No. 10. 


The P. D. & E. polled ont of Decatnr at 


1:05. The grade descends .sharply, and 
they 
were 
soon going rapidly. 
The 


mgineer, 
Merkle, 
saw 
the 
Central 


headlight 
when 
a . short 
distance 


from the water works. He culled for 
wakes, and when his engine crossed the 
bridge, jumped. His fireman followed him. 
The Central engineer, Dewey, Fireman 
Ray 
and 
Conductor 
O'Connor, 


who 
was 
also 
on 
the 
en- 


gine, all jumped a few seconds before 
LLo collision. None of the trainmen were 
hurt. 


Tie two engines came together with ter- 


rib'e force. Both were almost destroyed. 
TneP. D. & E. engine. No. SO, was turned 
around, 
headed 
almost 
west. 


The 
Ceutral 
engine, 
No. 705, 


went up on top of the other engine. The 
running gear of both was smashed off clean, 
the cabs were crushed to pieces,_and in the 
d;irkness it looked as if both engines were 
lotal wrecks. 


From y> to IS cars were reported derailed. 


A dozen cais were destroyed. The Central 
train wns made up of 30 00.000 loaded coal 
cars. They stood the shock well, and only 
four left the track. 


The P., D. & E. train had on It grain and 


merchandise. In the wreck were a carload 
of whisky 
anu several cars of corn. 


Probably 10 of the P., D. & E. cars are 
wrecked, half of them hopelessly. The 
cars

and were scattered around 
generally. 


The trainmen think the track can be cleared 
in two or three hours after work begins. 


The P. D. & E. men were clearly to 


blame. The first thing they said when 
they got to the Central men after the wreck 
was, "We saw you were registered in at 
Decatur." 


They said 'hat they saw No. 10 registered 


at the office, and supposed that gave them 
the track. The No. 10 they saw on the 
register was the 10 which got in at 2:10 a. 
in., Thursday, July 30. They were at the 
office at 1:05 a. m., July 31. After the 10 
they saw were the trains of a whole day. 


The men In the yards cere saw No. 10 at 


tbe junction two or three minutes after the 
P., IX &E. train left. They knew that 
thete would be a wreck then. They won-
